They did 
not know nt whnt moment an attempt 
might be made to explode bombs in the 
capitol, 
the treasury building, tho 


white house and tho war and navy 
building. But us the days passed and 
nothing was done, the authorities, who 
had redoubled tlioir vigilance, restored 
Iho lino of communication with tho 
nest of annrnhists and were able again 
to shadow overy conspirator and to 
keep fully informed of anarchistic 
movements both here and elsewhere. 


"According to tho story tho plot was 


formed t»t tho time Coxey's army WHS 
marching to tho capital, and reports of 
its existence came from various points, 
Omaha, Chicago and Pittsburgh among 
thorn. 


"The prime mover in tho anarchistic 
plot-that is, the Washington end of it 
waa Ilonnrc Jackson. -Ho came from 
Chicago and Is still In tho city. 
Ho Is 


a professional Indian. In Chicago ho 
has boon a disturber for years. .-At tho 
time of the Haynmrkot riot ho narrow- 
ly escaped being arrested as a princi- 
pal conspirator, and WAS shadowed by 
the detectives for a long time after that 
most memorable affair. 


".Tnokson Is a half-breed of unknown

Protection Krerds I(»to itncl Selll»hri«r«»- 
Frco 1''nnl«, I.ovo Und'Symimthy—What 
rrco Tnidn DJii for Englima—Protection 
Kh!iculi-<l. 
One of the best toasts at the banrjuct 


of the Manhattan Single Tax club of 
New York on Jefferson's birthday was 
that of Mr. John Crerar, queen'a coun- 
sellor, of Canada. Following is a part 
of his reply to tho toast, "Free Trade": 


"Free traders the world over are sym- 


pathetically linked In the bonds o£ a 
common creed 
und 
purpose. 
The 


creed, fundamentally, is very simple: 
(1) That in every constitutionally gov- 
erned state its citizens should, under 
the law, stand upon an eciunl footing, 
and (2) that taxation, no matter in 
what questionable shape it may come, 
is an evil which can only be justified or 
defended when levied to meet the le- 
gitimate cost of government. Men 
who recognize the truth of these two 
postulates naturally drift into one 
economic common school, where the 
spirit of. self-seeking, envy, hatred ant 
malice never enters. Tlie supreme 
purpose of free traders is to have their 
principles incorporated into the lawr 
of all civilized countries, believing tha 
when that is done armies and navies 
will dwindle to a nucleus reserved as a 
basis for drill; that the dynamite brani 
of socialism would disappear; 
tha 


peace on earth and good will mnongs 
men will begin to reign, and that th 
niillcnium may then be looked for a 
liny moment. Turning to the ant' 
thetio school of protection, there i 
diiliculty in discovering a commo 
creed or community of thought or pur 
pose. All protectionists would acccp 
a tariff inercn.se upon their own line o 
goods, even if in consequence a corre- 
sponding decrease was imposed upon 
tho goods of their protectionist brothers 
next door. Free traders wish tlieir 
principles incorporated in the laws of 
all commercial nations, whereas pro- 
tectionists would be glad to sec the 
principles of protection 
eliminated 


from the national policy of every coun- 
try but their own. 


"Protectionists who personally bene- 


fit by n high larilT. are inn certain sense 
consistent. Convince them that they 
would make more money by the aboli- 
tion of import duties and they are 
ready to become free traders forth with. 
Jinny of them do not hesitate to fan 
their heated bronv.4 with contraband 
handkerchiefs, or to pace the sidewalks 
short in Mimj/frled .shncs. They are not 
bigoU when heresy suits their pockets 
]!ut there is another class, who have no 
personal gain involved, who advocate

irately adopted, as a new policy, free 
rade.
